S o, we're heading for a provincial election. 

Break out the promises! 

I mean, forget that Ontario now operates with a massive deficit There are 
pots in need of chickens, garages in need of cars and Niagara train stations in 
need of GO locomotives. 

St Catharines MPP Jim Bradley appeared to have his fog machine work¬ 
ing at full blast following this week's budget when he told The Standard's 
Grant LaHeche he's optimistic the right steps are being taken to eventually 
bring GO train service to Niagara. 

That uttering probably sounds lame to most people, but in Bradley's world 
he's actually going out on a limb. 

Thus, expect the Liberals to make some sort of commitment to bring rail 
service to Niagara in a few years. 

Hey, why not? It's only a campaign promise. 

But it's not just the big stuff that can be used to attract support from the 
deluded in Niagara. 

Why, just the other day Niagara Falls MPP Wayne Gates was criticizing

liras alittle surprised when NDP 
honcho Andrea Horwath threw down 
the gauntlet Friday, setting the stage for a 
June provincial election. 

I'm surprised because, tactically, it’s 
hard to see what Horwath has to gain 
here. While if s important to caveat any 
election talk with the truism that "any¬ 
thing can change over the course of a 
campaign” if we look at recent polling, 
the NDP aren't exactly in striking position 
of the premier’s office.

Proposed four-way stop nixed in Port

Discussion about traffic at a busy 
Port Colbome intersection has come to 
a stop. 

Ward 2 Coun. Yvon Doucet asked 
councillors April 28 to revisit the idea of 
placing a four-way stop at the intersec¬ 
tion of Killaly St. E. and Elizabeth St. 

Reconsideration of the issue, pre¬ 
viously brought forward in 2011, was 
passed to allow discussion on the topic. 
Ihe intersection has stop signs at Eliza¬ 
beth St., but not Killaly. 

Doucet believes the area remains a 
problem for both drivers and pedestri¬ 
ans, due in part to the excess traffic cre¬ 
ated by Vale Health and Wellness Cen¬ 
tre down the street. 

Vehicles are becoming backed up at 
Elizabeth St. stop signs, pedestrians are 
having difficulty crossing due to heavy 
traffic and drivers are speeding down 
other side streets to avoid the traffic 
jam, he told councillors. 

“Right now flow isn't happening,” he 
said, adding a four-way stop would mit¬ 
igate that issue. 

often in the area and rarely has to wait 
at the intersection. 

“This isn't Toronto,” he said, adding 
he does not believe further traffic con¬ 
trols are needed. 

Crossing guards are posted in the 
neighbourhood during weekdays to 
ensure students travelling to nearby 
schools get their safely, he said, and 
“police are constandy in that area.” 

“I can’t see taking Killaly and mak¬ 
ing it a more congested area. It’s a thor¬ 



oughfare," Steele said. 

“I’m not in favour of flooding this 
city with stop signs — I think we have 
too many now.” 

The site doesn’t meet warrants for 
traffic controls and has not seen a car 
crash since 2011, said Ron Hanson, 
Port Colborne’s director of engineer¬ 
ing and operations. 

He cited "pedestrian safety and 
speed" as two main reasons for oppos¬ 
ing a four-way stop. 

Studies show, he said, there’s a high 
amount of noncompliance at “unwar¬ 
ranted stop signs.” 

"If people feel they shouldn't be 
here, they will roll right through 

This gives pedestrians a false sense 
of security when walking through an 
intersection, he added. 

Council voted in favour of keeping 
the intersection as is.

The break, Clutterbuck said, would 
counter energy incentives offered by New 
York State to industries that operate within 
a 50-kilometre radius of American power 
generation at Niagara Falls, N.Y. 

IPUN estimates it would cost the prov¬ 
ince $18 million per year to offer the break 
to existing industries in the Beck cluster, 
and potentially another $17 million per 
year for businesses that expand or set up 
shop in the region. 

The New York State Recharge NY pro¬ 
gram administered by the New York Power 
Authority is state-wide and can provide 
up to 30% savings in the cost of electricity, 
NYPA spokeswoman Maura Balaban said 
inane-mail. 

The program, started in 2012, is availa¬ 
ble for seven years to industries that make 
new capital investments that lead to the 
retention or creation of jobs. 

"Over the past three years, the ReCharge 
NY program has been on the forefront of 
our economic development agenda, suc¬ 
cessfully working to create and sustain 
jobs and new private-sector investment 
in communities across New York,” New 
York Gov. Andrew Cuomo said in a March

tion capacity to create jobs and grow the 
economy. With the recent news that the 
unemployment rate in Upstate New York 
has dropped to its lowest level in the past

Half of the power allocation in the 
ReCharge program (455 megawatts) is 
derived from electricity generated from the 
state's Niagara River hydroelectric plant 

The March 6 release from the governor's 
office says 607 businesses and 69 not-for- 
profit enterprises are benefiting from the 
program and “committed to support more 
than 384,000 jobs and undertake billions 
of dollars in capital investments.” 

The NYPA also has an “expansion and 
replacement power” program, in which two 
large blocks of electricity from its Niagara 
hydroelectric plant are sold under seven- 
year contracts at a discounted price to busi¬ 
nesses within 50 kilometres that commit to 
capital investments and creating jobs. 

The electricity in those two large blocks 
that is not allocated is sold, with the pro¬ 
projects. 

IPUN says access to cheap electric¬ 
ity was a catalyst in establishing a heavy 
industrial base in Niagara, but that advan¬ 
tage began to diminish in the mid-1960s 
when the province moved to a more uni¬ 
form method of billing.
